As cited above, the Examiner agrees with the Applicant's argument that the references 
fail to disclose where the calling party sends connection information to the called party and the 
called party connects to the calling party's network using the provided connection information. 
The Examiner found a similar method disclosed in U.S. Patent Nos. 6,754,708 and 6,912,577, 
both to Sabatier, but both patents' dates were after the filing date of the instant application. 
Since the Examiner was unable to find any prior art or motivation to perform the aforementioned 
step prior to the Applicant's filing date, the step wherein the calling party sends connection 
information to the called party and the called party connects to the calling party's network using 
the provided connection information is novel and not obvious.
